BOYS’ SWIM TEAM 


Our team enjoyed their most successful season yet with our 
Bantams winning the York Championships, and our Junior-Senior 
team moving up to a fifth place ranking of the top 17 schools in 
Toronto. No doubt the several new recruits from York Memorial 
and George Harvey helped, but our overall success had to be due 
to our intensive training schedule which had the boys swimming 
over 300 miles per week as a team! 

The season opened in November with our annual Blue and 
White inter-squad meet, won by the White team for the second 
year, 91 to 64, On December 13, we hosted York Memorial in an 
exhibition meet and were edged out 120 to 112 despite winning 
both Bantam and Senior divisions. 

Early in January, our dual-meet season began with a loss to 
the Toronto Champions, U.T S., 171 to 129 at the Hart House 
pool, University of Toronto. We then swam five victories in a row, 
defeating in turn, all remaining York schools. Beating Vaughan 
Road 147 to 87, and George Harvey 134 to 96, we then had 
sweet revenge defeating York Memorial 126 to 115. In a rematch, 
Harvey was beaten again 122 to 104, and then Runnymede, in 
our strongest showing of the year, 180 to 114. 

By the end of January, the boys were in their peak of 
training and more importantly, had made their mark in Toronto 
swimming circles — we had been invited to take part in two high 
calibre meets! The first took us to the University of Waterloo 
where our best showing was 13th in the 400 Free Style Relay 
(Biller, D. Funnell, B. Bennett, Steenson), although we did set 7 
team records in 7 events! The second meet was the York Memorial 
Invitational Relays. Unfortunately, bad starts disqualified us in 
the first three events, and consequently we finished low in the 
standings. 

But on February 14th, our Bantams won the York Cham- 
pionships, handing U.T S. their first defeat in four years! This 
was our first league title since we began swimming three years 
ago. Heroes of the meet were Dave Funnell, Rick Thomson, and 
Dave Snider who all won their events, all in new record times. 

Two days later, our Juniors and Seniors improved on last 
year's showing, by placing third in the York Championships with 
our Seniors finishing in second place behind U.T.S. who won for 
the ninth straight time. Stars of the meet were Bill Brockbank, 
Warren Beech, and Larry Lapointe with two seconds each, and 
Mark Hayes with two thirds. These boys, along with twelve others, 
qualified for the Toronto championships. 

The Т.О.І.А.А. meet was held at Cedarbrae Collegiate, 
where we learned that we had qualified more boys than any other 
Toronto school! The competition was extremely keen, and our 
team did a fine job in placing fifth overall, and third in the Senior 
division. Larry Lapointe and Mark Hayes again swam strong races 
placing third in their events, but our Senior Free Style Relay 
team (Biller, B. Bennett, Hayes, Presidente) won in record time, 
(1:43:2) moving themselves to number one ranking in Toronto, 
and thereby qualifying for the Ontario Championships. The 
O.F.S.A.A. meet was held at McMaster University March 10, 
where again the boys improved on their time. 

In total our team broke 28 out of 33 team records, placed 
third in Junior, second in Senior and won the Bantam Champion- 
ships in York, placed fifth in all Toronto, qualified boys for com- 
petition at the Ontario level, and now holds five York records.

RUSSIA VS. CANADA 1972 


One of the greatest sport spectacles of the past decade 
occurred in September with the Russia - Canada hockey series. 
Perhaps no event has done more to unite the people of our country 
than this great sporting event. For the 8th game in Moscow, most 
school activity ceased as students gathered around T.V. sets 
throughout the school.

JOHN E. HOEY died in Toronto on February 1, 1973 
after a long series of illnesses. He was born and educated in 
Hamilton, Ontario. As a young child, he suffered from polio 
and having overcome its effects, Mr. Hoey went on to become 
a Canadian champion swimmer, participating in several marathon 
contests in Canada and the U.S.A. 

During World War 11, he was awarded the “Order of 
the British Empire’ and was made an Honourary Commodore 
for his demonstrated valour in action while serving on the 
destroyer H.M.C.S. Ottawa. During this action, he sustained 
wounds that were to plague him during the remaining years 
of his life. 

Upon graduation from high school, Mr. Hoey served 
his apprenticeship as a tool and dye maker with the Ford 
Motor Company; it was in this same capacity that he taught 
and served the students at Weston Collegiate for twenty-two 
years. He was also very actively involved with Teachers” 
Federation activities in the 1950’s having served for a 
number of years on the executive in various capacities. 

The mastery of his subject, his devotion to the 
welfare of his students and his concern for colleagues, 
will long be remembered by those who knew John Hoey 
well. We, at Weston, will remember him as an unselfish 
citizen, a warm and generous person and a fine teacher:
